Examine Your Spruce Trees — 
If you have a grove or hedge of 
spruce trees, right now is the time 
to examine the trees carefully 
to determine whether or not the 
yellow headed spruce sawfly has 
been active in your vicinity. 

If you find any worms that are 
dark in color and have a head the 
color of copper or even dark 
brown, then you may be in trouble 
unless you do something about it. 
These worms love spruce trees and 
they will eat the needles off the 
trees, starting out near the ends of 
the twigs and near the top of the 
tree. 

It is surprising how fast they 

; will remove the needles. You can 
| Offectively kill them if you do as 
| follows: 
; Mix one ounce of aldrin with 
lone gallon water and apply this 
mixture in the form of a fine spray 
to the whole tree, not just the part 
| where you find the worms. Mala- 
thion is also an excellent material 
to uSe for this purpose, Mix this 
up at the rate of two teaspoons to 
one gallon of water. Apply suffici- 
ent of this solution to thoroughly 
moisture the entire tree. 

If this is not done and the worms 
are permitted to carry on and ma- 
ture, they will do an excellent job 
of defoliating the trees. About 
the middle of August the worms 
will drop to the ground, burrow in- 
to the top soil, pupate over winter 
and emerge again the next year as 
a fly, lay eggs and hatch worms, 
to continue on their program of 
destruction. °

Notes From D.A.

Abortions in cattle herds should 
be checked and the cause known. 
The loss of a calf is great but if it 
is an infectious disease subsequent 
herd losses will be greater if proper 
contyol measures are not carried 
out. There are many ,different 
causes for abortions in beef and 
dairy herds. 

Brucellosis or Bangs disease 
causes many; it is also dangerous 
to humans as milk from the cows 
infeoted can cause undulent fever. 
Blood testing will determine if this 
disease is present. Calfhood vac- 
cination is the best protection 
against this disease. 

Vibriosis is present in some 
herds, abortion is accompanied 
with infertility and = repeated 
breeding and delayed heat periods. 
Diagnosis is difficult but can be 
done by combinations of blood 
tests, fetus examination and vag- 
inal tests. Prevention can be car- 
ried out by a careful breeding pro- 
gram and careful selecting of new 
stock. Antificial breeding with 
treated semen Can be used, 

Injuries caused from rough hand- 
ling, slipping and falling. Check 
these tO be sure they are not 
caused by disease and eleminate 
treacherous conditions: e.g. ice, 
wet floors, narrow doorways. Nu- 
trition causes, such as lack of min- 
erals, vitamin deficiencies and 
lack of sufficient food for healthy 
growth of animals; these can all 
be corrected and eliminated by 
ample food with sufficient supple- 
mentation of minerals and vitae 
mins, ¢ 

Reproductive organs of indivi- 
duals not properly developed or 
abnormal conditions, require veter- 
inarian inspection, 

Ergot in grain or grasses if pres- 
ent in sufficient amounts, 

Any abortion can be checked and 
a yeterinarian should be called if 
cause is not definitely known.

THINK AHEAD! There was con- 
siderable cutworm activity earlier 
in the season in this area. A few 
farmers were obliged to re-seed 
some crop. 

Cutworm moths lay their eggs in | 
lcose soil of summerfallow. Te, 
prevent egg laying, summerfallow | 
should be well worked during June | 
and July and should then be left 
undisturbed during August and 
the fore-part of September, as sur- 
face crust helps to discourage egg 
laying. 

The above cultural control is ef- 
fective against most species of cut- | 
worms and especially the pale west- | 
ern cutworm, It is therefore essen- | 
tial that you do thorough and com- | 
plete summerfallow during July to | 
control weeds and then lay off if | 
possible to let the ground crust! 
over during August and early Sep-j|@ 
tember. 

Thorough cultivation again from 
the middle of September to freeze- 
up will take care of the weeds and 
at the same time pretty well en- 
Sure that the cutworm moth won't | 
be laying eggs on your summer- 
fallow.
